If The Priest standing at the North-tide of the Commu- 
nion Table shall say the Lord's Prayer, with the Collect 
following, the people kneeling. 

OUR Father, which art in heaven, Hallowed be thy Name. 
Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done in earth, As it 
is in heaven. Give us this day our daily bread. And forgive 
us our trespasses, As we forgive them that trespass against us. 
And lead us not into temptation ; But deliver us from evil. 
Amen. 

The Collect. 

ALMIGHTY God, unto whom all hearts be open, all 
desires known, and from whom no secrets are hid; 
Cleanse the thoughts of our hearts by the inspiration of thy 
Holy Spirit, that we may perfectly love thee, and worthily 
magnify thy holy Name ; through Christ our Lord. Amen. 

% Then shall the Priest, turning to the people, rehearse dis- 
tinctly all the TEN COMMANDMENTS ; and the 
people still kneeling shall, after every Commandment, ask 
God mercy for their transgression thereof for the time 
past, and grace to keep the same for the time to come, as 
followeth. 

Minister. 

GOD spake these words, and said ; I am the Lord thy 
God : Thou shalt have none other gods but me. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and incline our hearts 
to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not make to thyself any graven 
image, nor the likeness of any thing that is in heaven above, 
or in the earth beneath, or in the water under the earth.

Minister. Remember that thou keep holy the Sabbath- 
day. Six days shalt thou labour, and do all that thou hast to 
do*; but the seventh day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God. 
In it thou shalt do no manner of work, thou, and thy son, and 
thy daughter, thy man-servant, and thy maid-servant, thy 
cattle, and the stranger that is within thy gates. For in six 
days the Lord made heaven and earth, the sea, and all that 
in them is, and rested the seventh day : wherefore the Lord 
blessed the seventh day, and hallowed it. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and incline our hearts 
to keep this law. 

Minister. Honour thy father and thy mother ; that thy days 
may be long in the land, which the Lord thy God giveth thee. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and incline our hearts 
to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt do no murder. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and incline our hearts 
to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, and incline our hearts 
to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not steal.

Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's house, 
thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's wife, nor his servant, nor 
his maid, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is his. 

Lord, have mercy upon us, and write all these, 
thy laws in our hearts, we beseech thee.

ALMIGHTY God, whose kingdom is everlasting, and 
power infinite ; Have mercy upon the whole Church ; 
and so rule the heart of thy chosen Servant VICTORIA, our 
Queen and Governour, that she, (knowing whose minister she 
is) may above all things seek thy honour and glory: and that 
we, and all her subjects (duly considering whose authority she 
hath) may faithfully serve, honour, and humbly obey her, in 
thee, and for thee, according to thy blessed Word and ordi- 
nance ; through Jesus Christ our Lord, who with thee and 
the Holy Ghost liveth and reigneth, ever one God, world 
without end. Amen. 

Or, 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, we are taught by thy 
holy Word, that the hearts of Kings are in thy rule and 
governance, and that thou dost dispose and turn them as it 
seemeth best to thy godly wisdom : We humbly beseech thee 
so to dispose and govern the heart of VICTORIA thy Servant, 
our Queen and Governour, that, in all her thoughts, words, 
and works, she may ever seek thy honour and glory, and 
study to preserve thy people committed to her charge, in 
wealth, peace, and godliness : Grant this, O merciful Father, 
for thy dear Son's sake, Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

^f Then shall be said the Collect of the Day. And imme- 
diately after the Collect the Priest shall read the Epis- 
tle, saying, The Epistle [or, The portion of Scripture 

appointed for the Epistle] is written in the Chapter of 

beginning at the ~ Verse. And the Epistle 

ended, he shall say, Here endeth the Epistle. Then shall 
be read the Gospel (the people all standing up) saying, 

The holy Gospel is written in the Chapter of 

beginning at the " * Verse. And the Gospel ended, shall 

be sung or said the Creed following, the people still stand- 
ing, as before. 

I BELIEVE in one God the Father Almighty, Maker of 
heaven and earth, And of all things visible and invisible : 
And in one Lord Jesus Christ, the only begotten Son of 
God, Begotten of his Father before all worlds, God of God, 
Light of Light, Very God of Very God, Begotten, not made, 
Being of one substance with the Father, By whom all things 
were made ; Who for us men, and for our salvation came down 
fcoro: heaven* And was incarnate by the Holy Ghost of the 
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Virgin Mary, And was made man, And was crucified also for 
us under Pontius Pilate. He suffered and was buried, And 
the third day he rose again according to the Scriptures, And 
ascended into heaven, And sitteth on the right hand of the 
Father. And he shall come again with glory to judge both 
the quick and the dead : Whose kingdom shall have no end. 

And I believe in the Holy Ghost, The Lord and Giver of 
life. Who proceedeth from the Father and the Son, Who 
with the Father and the Son together is worshipped and glo- 
rified, Who spake by the Prophets. And I believe one Ca- 
tholick and Apostolick Church. I acknowledge one Baptism 
for the remission of sins, And I look for the Resurrection of 
the dead, And the life of the world to come. Amen.

* These Sentences are only repeated in England on those days, or occasions, 
when the Holy Communion is administered ; but in the Isle of Man and all 
the other Colonies where there are no poor laws, they are always read by the 
Minister at the close of each Service, during the time the Collection is mak- 
feg for the poor. 
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He that soweth little shall reap little ; and he that soweth plenteously 
shall reap plenteously. Let every man do according as he is disposed 
in his heart, not grudgingly or of necessity ; for God loveth a cheerful 
giver. — 2 Cor. ix. 

Let him that is taught in the Word minister unto him that teacheth, 
in all good things. Be not deceived, God is not mocked : for what- 
soever a man soweth that shall he reap. — Gal. yi. 

While we have time, let us do good unto all men ; and specially unto 
them that are of the household of faith.

^f Whilst these Sentences are in reading, the Deacons, Church- 
wardens, or other Jit person appointed for that purpose, 
shall receive the Alms for the Poor, and other Devotions 
of the people, in a decent bason to be provided by the Parish 
for that purpose ; and reverently bring it to the Priest, 
who shall humbly present and place it upon the holy Table* 



If Collects to be said after the Offextory, when there is no 
Communion, every such day one or more ; and the same 
may be said also, as often as occasion shall serve, after 
the Collects either of Morning or Evening Prayer, Com- 
munion, or Litany, by the discretion of the Minister. 

A SSI ST us mercifully, O Lord, in these our supplications

PREVENT us, O Lord, in all our doings with thy most 
gracious favour, and further us with thy continual help ; 
that in all our works begun, continued, and ended in thee, we 
may glorify thy holy Name, and finally by thy mercy obtain 
everlasting life; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

ALMIGHTY God, the fountain of all wisdom, who know- 
est our necessities before we ask, and our ignorance in 
asking ; We beseech thee to have compassion on our infirmi- 
ties ; and those things, which for our unworthiness we dare 
not, and for our blindness we cannot ask, vouchsafe to give us, 
for the worthiness of thy Son Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

ALMIGHTY God, who hast promised to hear the peti- 
tions of them that ask in thy Son's name ; We beseech 
thee mercifully to incline thine ears to us that have made now 
our prayers and supplications unto thee ; and grant, that those 
things, which we have faithfully asked according to thy will, 
may effectually be obtained to the relief of our necessity, and 
to the setting forth of thy glory ; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

^[ Then the Priest (or Bishop if he be present) shall let 
them depart with this Blessing. 

THE peace of God, jphich passeth all understanding, keep 
your hearts and minds in the knowledge and love of 
God, and of his Son Jesus Christ our Lord : and the blessing 
of God Almighty, the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost, 
be amongst you and remain with you always. Amen.

DAILY THROUGHOUT THE YEAR. 



% At the beginning of Evening Prayer the Minister shall 
read with a loud voice some one or more of these Sentences 
of the Scrip tures that follow. And then he shall say that 
which is written after the said sentences. 

WHEN the wicked man turneth away from his wicked- 
ness that he hath committed, and doeth that which is 
lawful and right, he shall save his soul alive. Ezek. xviii. 27. 

I acknowledge my transgressions, and my sin is ever 
before me. Psal. li. 3. 

Hide thy face from my sins, and blot out all my iniquities. 
Psal li. 9. 

The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit : a broken and a 
contrite heart, God, thou wilt not despise. Psal. li. 17. 

Rend your heart, and not your garments, and turn unto the 
Lord your God : for he is gracious and merciful, slow to 
anger, and of great kindness, and repenteth him of the evil.

And 
although we ought at all times humbly to acknowledge our 
sins before God ; yet ought we most chiefly so to do, when 
we assemble and meet together to render thanks for the great 
benefits that we have received at his hands, to set forth his . 
most worthy praise, to hear his most holy Word, and to ask 
those things which are requisite and necessary, as well for the 
body as the soul. Wherefore I pray and beseech you, as 
many as are here present, to accompany me with a pure 
heart, and humble voice, unto the throne of the heavenly 
grace, saying after me ; 

^T A general Confession to be said of the whole Congregation 
after the Minister, all kneeling. 

ALMIGHTY and most merciful Father ; We have erred, 
and strayed from thy ways like lost sheep. We have 
followed too much the devices and desires of our own hearts. 
We have offended against thy holy laws. We have left un- 
done those things which we ought to have done ; And we have 
done those things which we ought not to have done ; And 
there is no health in us. But thou, O Lord, have mercy 
upon us, miserable offenders. Spare thou them, O God, 
which confess their faults. Restore thou them that are peni- 
tent ; According to thy promises declared unto mankind in 
Christ Jesu our Lord. And grant, O most merciful Father, 
for his sake ; That we may hereafter live a godly, righteous, 
and sober life, To the glory of thy holy Name. Amen. 

^[ The Absolution, or Remission of Sins, to be pronounced 
by the Priest alone, standing ; the people still kneeling.

Answer. My Godfathers and Godmothers in my Baptism ; wherein; 
1 was made a member of Christ, the child of God, and an inheritor or 
the kingdom of heaven. 

Question. What did.your Godfathers and Godmothers then for you ? 

Answer. They did promise and vow three things in my name. 
First, that I should renounce the devil and all his works, the pomps 
and vanity of this wicked world, and all the sinful lusts of the flesh. 
Secondly, that 1 should believe all the Articles of the Christian Faith. 
And thirdly, that I should keep God's holy will and commandments, 
and walk in the same all the days of my life. 

Question. Dost thou not think that thou art bound to believe,, 
and to do, as they have promised for thee ? 

Answer. Yes verily ; and by God's help so I will. And I heartily 
thank our heavenly Father, that he hath called me to this state of 
salvation, through Jesus Christ our Saviour. And I pray unto God to 
give me his grace, that I may continue in the same unto my life's end.

I. Thou shalt have none other gods but me. 

II. Thou shalt not make to thyself any graven image, nor the like- 
ness of any thing that is in heaven above, or in the earth beneath, or in 
the water under the earth. Thou shalt not bow down to them, nor 
worship them : for I the Lord thy God am a jealous God, and visit the 
sins of the fathers upon the children, unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion of them that hate me, and shew mercy unto thousands in them 
that love me, and keep my commandments.

'Question. What dost thou chiefly learn by these Commandments ? 

Answer. I learn two things : my duty towards God, and my duty 
towards my Neighbour. 

Question. What is thy duty towards God ? 

Answer. My duty towards God, is to believe in him, to fear him, 
and to love him with all my heart, with all my mind, with all my soul, 
and with all my strength ; to worship him, to give him thanks, to put 
my whole trust in him, to call upon him, to honour his holy Name 
and his Word, and to serve hkn truly all the days of my life. 

Question. What is thy duty towards thy Neighbour ? 

Answer. My duty towards my Neighbour, is to love him as my- 
self, and to do to all men, as I would they should do unto me : To 
love, honour, and succour my father and mother: To honour and 
obey the Queen, and all that are put in authority under her : To sub- 
mit myself to all my governours, teachers, spiritual pastors and masters : 
To order myself lowly and reverently to all my betters : To hurt no 
body by word nor deed j To be true and just in all my dealing : To 
bear no malice nor hatred in my heart : To keep my hands from pick- 
ing and stealing, and my tongue from evil speaking, lying, and 
slandering : To keep my body in temperance, soberness, and chas- 
tity : Not to covet nor desire other men's goods ; but to learn 
and labour truly to get mine own living, and to do my duty in that 
state of life, unto which it shall please God to call me. 

Catechist. My good Child, know this, that thou art not able to 
do these things of thyself, nor to walk in the Commandments of God, 
and to serve him, without his special grace ; which thou must learn at 
all times to call for by diligent prayer.

OW many Sacraments hath Christ ordained in his Church ? 
Answer. Two only, as generally necessary to salvation, that is to 
say, Baptism, and the Supper of the Lord. 

Question. What meanest thou by this word Sacrament ? 
Answer. I mean an outward and visible sign of an inward and 
spiritual grace given unto us, ordained by Christ himself, as a means 
whereby we receive the same, and a pledge to assure us thereof. 
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36 A CATECHISM, 

Question. How many parts are there in a Sacrament ? 

Answer. Two ; the outward visible sign, and the inward spiritual 
"grace. 

Question. What is the outward visible sign or form in Baptism ? 

Answer. Water ; wherein the person is baptized In the Name 
or the Father, and or the Son, and or the* Holt Ghost. 

Question. What is the inward and spiritual grace ? 

Answer. A death unto sin, and a new birth unto righteousness : 
for being by nature born in sin, and the children of wrath, we are 
hereby made the children of grace. 

Question. What is required of persons to be baptized ? . 

Answer. Repentance, whereby they forsake sin ; ana JFaith, 
whereby they stedfastly believe the promises of God made to tfyem in 
that Sacrament. 

Question. Why then are Infants baptized, when by reason -of 
their tender age they 'cannot perform them ? 

Answer. Because they promise them both by their Sureties ; 
which promise, when they come to age, themselves are bound to 
perform. 

Question. Why was the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper ordained ? 

Answer. For the continual remembrance of the sacrifice of the 
'death of Christ, and of the benefits which we receive thereby. 

Question. What is the outward part or sign of the Lord's Supper? 

Answer. Bread and Wine, which the Lord hath commanded to be 
received. 

Question. What is the inward part, or thing signified? 

Answer. The Body and Blood of Christ, Which are verily and 
indeed taken and received by the faithful in the Lord's Supper. 

Question. What are the benefits whereof we are partakers thereby ? 

Answer. The strengthening and refreshing of our souls by the 
Body and Blood of Christ, as our bodies are by the Bread and Wine. 

Question. What is required of them who oome to the Lord's 
Supper ? 

Answer. To examine themselves, whether they repent them truly 
of their former sins, stedfastly purposing to lead a new life ; have a 
lively faith in God's mercy through Christ, with a thankful remem* 
trance of his death ; and be in charity with all men. 
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
